Resentment Manifested at Re- 
cent Treatment of Premier 


KING} WATCHES SITUATION 


King George to Appoint 500 Addi- 
tional Peers Immediately—Union- 
ists Interrupted by Liberals—Move- 
ment on Foot to Tender Austen 
Chamberlain eand Lord Selborn 
Leadership of the Unionist Party 


London, July 26.—Following the 
meeting of the cabinet, it was re- 
ported that a decision had been 
reached by the government and King 
George to create 500 new peers im- 
mediately. 

Unionists who shouted down Pre- 
mier Asquith in the house of commons 
were interrupted by Liberals when 
they attempted to address the house. 

Supporters of the government gave 
a very fair imitation of the tumultu- 
ous scenes when the Unionists at- 
tempted to speak upon issues at 
stake. 

One result of the remarkable scene 
of disorder when Premier Asquith was 
hooted and jeered is an increase of 
sympathy and support for home rule 
for Ireland. The anti-home rule men 
were among the principal offenders 
in the demonstration which forced the 
premier to adjourn the sitting and 
their actions met with strong disap- 
proval. 

There is a report in circulation here 
that there is a well defined conspiracy 
among the more radical Tories to de- 
pose Mr. Balfour and Lord Lans- 
downe from the leadership of the 
Unionist party. The proposal is to 
substitute for them Austen Chamber- 
lain and Lord Selborne. 

King George is watching the situa- 
tion closely and is using his influence 
to bring about a settlement. : 

The demonstration was wholly un- 
expected and all Conservatives 
recognize that their party is facing 
an extreme crisis—one which may 
leave it, instead of a strong minority, 
a hopeless minority. 

The extremists in the Unionist party 
propose to give a show of their 
strength in the dinner to the Earl of 
Halsbury. If the party splits as a re- 
sult of the present situation the ex- 
tremists probably will make the Earl 
of Selborne their leader. They find 
their chief inspiration 
Chamberlain. 

While the “last ditchers” are mak- 
ing the most noise, the real influ- 
ential members of the Conservative 
party stand with Lord Lansdowne and 
Mr. Balfour for a peaceful solution. 
These include almost all the members 
of the last Conservative cabinet. 

The Liberal leaders are planning a 
demonstration *which probably — will 
take the form of a great dinner in 
Mr. <Asquith’s honor to express re- 
sentment at his treatment.

Aviator Remains In Air Eleven Hours 
and Travels 465 Miles 

Mourmelon, France, July 23.— 
Aviator Loridan, piloting a small bi- 
plane at the aerodrome here yester- 
day, covered 465% miles, remaining 
in the air 1 hours and 45 minutes. 
Thas is a new world’s record for dis- 
tance and time. 

The best previous record was 888 
miles, made this week by Olieslager 
at Brussels. Loridan beat the endur- 
ance record for time by three hours 
anda half.

~The Size of Some Stars.

In the case of some 
of the brightest stars he has reached 
interesting results. Thus he finds that 
Aldebaran, tne bright star in Taurus, 
is veritably a giant sun, the ratio of its 
diameter to that of our sun being 
greater than that of the sun to the 
planet Jupiter. This means that Alde- 
baran has a diameter probably not less 
than 8,000,000 miles, or more than 
thirty times the distance from the 
earth to the moon. On the other hand, 
Sirius, or the dog star, to our eyes the 
brightest of all the stars, is, accord- 
ing to M. Nordmann, but little larger 
than our sun.

HANDLES TRADE 


Ex-Attorney-General Bonaparte 


Now Wanted by Investigautrs 


HARVESTER COMPANY'S CASE 


The House Steel Investigating Com- 


mittee Probing Into the Townsend 
Report—Charges Made to Bona- 


parte While In Office During Roose.- 


velt Administration—What Is Said 
by Chairman Stanley 


Washington, July 27.—Another 
document of sensational interest was 
laid before the Stanley steel trust in- 
vestigating committee. It was a re- 
port by Burdette Townsend to former 
Attorney General Bonaparte on the 
International Harvester company, the 
so-called trust. The report showed 
that the United States Steel corpora- 
tion allowed rebates of $3 a ton to 
the harvester company, and Mr. 
Stanley declared that it indicated that 
the giant steel corporation and the 
harvester trust were practically one, 

The charges made to former 
Attorney General Bonaparte during 
his term of office that the United 
States Steel corporation gave refunds 
of $3 per ton to the harvester combine 
companies, was revealed to the com- 
mittee. Chairman Stanley introduced 
in the proceedings a voluminous copy 
of the Townsend report. Mr. Town- 
send was a special investigator of the 
department of justice. 

Mr. Stanley announced that a sub- 
poena had been issued for. Bonaparte, 
who is now in Canada, and that an 
effort would be made to ascertain from 
him and from other government offi- 
cials why there never was any prose- 
cution of the International Harvester 
company upon Townsend’s charges. 

Mr. Stanley also announced his in- 
tention of endeavoring to show a close 
connection between the United States 
Steel corporation and the International 
Harvester company, and as a basis 
for future inquiry he had read into the 
record the names of the directors of 
both corporations, the same being 
identical in many instances. 

Mr. Townsend’s report was ex- 
haustive, going into the entire history 
of the harvester companies involved 
and the organization of the interna- 
tional in 1902. The steel committee 
will call attention to the forming of 
the steel trust the year before. 

A feature of the report whieh the 
steel inquirers lay stress upon is that 
the International Harvester company 
sells to the foreign trade at a cheaper 
price than the domestic trade. It 
sells machines of all kinds for export, 
delivered at New York, at the same 
price for which they are sold to do- 
mestic purchasers f. o. b. Chicago. 
This makes a difference of from $6 to 
$10 per machine. 

Attorney General Wickersham tes- 
tifled that he had never seen the 
Townsend report until now. He did 
not know why the harvester case was 
not pressed in 1908-09. 

United States Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa, former assistant attorney gen- 
eral, and Herbert K. Smith, commis- 
sioner of corporations, also _ testi- 
fied. 


REPUBLIC IN REVOLT 


Situation In Hayti at Present Is Con- 
sidered Desperate 

Port au Prince, Hayti., July 27.— 
The situation of the government is 
desperate. With the exception of 
the capital the whole republic is in 
revolt. 

The departure of President Simon 
cannot be long delayed and there is 
fear of trouble here when he leaves. 
The army of revolutionists is march- 
ing rapidly on this city. 

The United States cruiser Des 
Moines arrived here yesterday. The 
German cruiser Bremen is expected.

The troops will march 
to Jeremie, where the revolutionists 
are in control. The gunboat Ver- 
teries also sailed, but her destination 
was kept secret. 


EXPEND LARGE AMOUNTS 


Fabulous Sums of Money Spent An- 
nually by Women 

Madison, Wis., July 21.—More 
than $10,000,000,000 is spent in the 
United States amnually for food, 
shelter and clothing, and 90 percent 
of this vast sum is spent by women 
who have no adequate knowledge of 
money values. These statements are 
made in a bulletin issued at the Unt- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

In any other phase of life, it is 
pointed out, the persons intrusted 
with such expenditures would be re- 
quired to pass through a rigid sys- 
tem of training. 


Chasing Butterflies, Meets Death 

Cambridge, Mass., July 21.—The 
efforts of little Charles Drage of 799 
Cambridge street, to catch a butter- 
fly in front of his home caused him 
to run nder the wheels of a heavy 
caravan which was passing and re- 
sulted in his receiving injuries which 
caused his death at the Cambridge 
hospital shortly after. 


DENIED MAIL PRIVILEGES 


Against 


Missecilaneous Complaints 
Postoffice Authorities 

Washington, July 27.—-The sensa- 
tional charge has been made that 
Leonard Goodwin, brother of Russell 
P. Goodwin, assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the postoffice department, 
was exploiting mail order houses, 
telling them he could arrange any 
trouble they might have through a de- 
nial of mail privileges, etc. 

The charge was made by BH. G. 
Lewis, who was denied certain mail 
privileges. Lewis said a Rochester, 
N. Y., man had written to him that 
Goodwin was the man he ought to 
employ to get him out of his troubles 
with the postoffice inspectors. 

One of the detectives told Lewis, 
so the latter testified, that postoffice 
Officials and inspectors at St. Louis 
had told him they would be upheld 
by the department in whatever meth- 
Ods they used to put Lewis out of 
business.

Timepiece Said to Belong to Georgia 
: Girl Long Missing 
Forsyth; Ga., July 27.—The find- 

ing of a valuable gold watch and 

chain in the stomach of a large alli- 
gator is believed to solve the disap- 
pearance of 12-year-old Janet Thorn- 
ton. 

The alligator was captured by J. 

M,. Jackson. When last seen the lit- 

tle girl was standing on the bank of 

the lake where Jackson captured the 
aligator wearing a gold watch with 
her initials engraved on the back. 

The same initials are on the back of 


the watch discovered inside the alli- 


gator. 

It is believed by Jackson and oth- 
ers that while the girl was playing on 
the bank of the lake the alligator came 
up on the bank and devoured her. 
The parents of the girl have been 
notified. 


PRESIDENT ASSUMES 
ALL RESPONSIBILITY 


Special Message Issued on the 
“Controller Bay Affair.” 


Washington, July 27.—President 
Taft has sent a special message to 
the senate shouldering full responsi- 
bility for opening for settlement and 
development 12,800 acres of the Chu- 
gach national forest reserve in Alas. 
ka—an incident which has become to 
be known as the “Controller Bay Af- 
fair.” 

In concluding he brands the now fa- 
mous “Dick to Dick” postscript as a 
“wicked fabrication” and says that 
Charles P. Taft, whose name ap- 
peared in the alleged postscript, “has 
no interest in Alaska, never had, and 
knows nothing of the circumstances 
connected with this transaction.” 

Moreover, the president adds, his 
brother does not even remember that 
he ever ment Richard S. Ryan, repre- 
senting the Controller Railway and 
Navigation company. 


BODY FOUND IN SECTIONS 


Remains of Human Body Discovered 
In Surf at Long Beach 

Long Beach, L. I., July 26.— 
Floating in the surf here, a dismem- 
bered right leg was found. 

The limb is of extraordinary size. 
Those who inspected it say that the 
leg was severed by some one experi- 
enced with a surgeon’s knife. 

Following the discovery of the leg, 
was found a large section of the right 
back of the same body. A section of 
rib in which showed through the flesh 
was cut cleanly as though by a saw. 
A liver was also discovered floating 
near the beach by sojourners at the 
resort, but it drifted out with the 
ebbing tide before it could be recov- 
ered. : 

Physicians state that the flesh has 
been, in the water probably about a 
week or ten days. 


DECREE ENTERED 


Bond of $50,000 to Indemnify the New 
Haven Road Against Loss 

Providence, July 27.—A decree was 
entered in the superior court under 
the terms of which the Southern’ New 
England railway is to give a bond of 
$50,000 to the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad to indemnify it 
against any loss entailed by reason 
of an injunction which the Grand 
Trunk secured last week. 

The injunction restrains the New 
Haven road from proceeding with the 
construction of its proposed freight 
houses at Woonsocket. The injunc- 
tio will be effective until Sept. 16.

They say they have recognized him 
as “Charlie” Tibbetts, the self-boast- 
ed “father of the fake faro syndicate” 
which fleeced George W. Coleman, 
the Cambridge bank clerk, out of 
over $200,000. 


DRKER 
Five Others Wounded on Board 
Crowded Car In Motion 


THE DESPERADO CAPTURED 


And Handed Over to Authorities at 
Adams—Whole Neighborhood Ex- 
cited and Culprit Barely Escapes 
Lynching—Perpetrator a Young 
Syrian and Said to Be Half Crazed 
—Will Not Talk of Deed 


Adams, Mase., suiy o4.—A young 
woman and a man were shot and in- 
stantly killed, five more women were 
dangerously wounded and other men, 
women and children were terrorized 
here by Fablo Mallak, a young mill 
worker, who poured ten shots into 
the helpless passengers on an elec- 
tric car. 

The thrilling tragedy took place 
between here and North Adams. This 
whole section of the state has been 
shocked at the mad act of the appar- 
ently crazed young man, who barely 
escaped lynching before he fell into 
the hands of the police and was locked 
up. 

As he fired the last of the ten shots 
Mallak was seized and disarmed, He 
then drew a knife and jumped down 
an embankment. 

A score or more of men leaped from 
the car and followed him. As he ap- 
peared in an open field one of the 
men threw a stone which struck Mal- 
lak and he dropped his knife and fell. 
Before he could rise the crowd of men 
were on him and he was securely 
bound. od 

Calls to North Adams brought the 
police, doctors and an ambulance, 
The doctors found that Motorman Hoyt 
had been shot through the back and 
instantly killed. Martha Esler was 
shot through the heart and instantly 
killed. The dead girl’s sister received 
a@ bullet wound in her left arm. 

Victoria Sovie, aged 21, was almost 
unconscious with a bullet wounr in her 
thigh. 

Mrs. Stephen L. A. Hall received 
a bullet through the right shoulder 
which is feared will prove fatal. Mrs. 
Alice Bryant, aged 34, was shot in 
the neck, and is also probably fatally 
injured. The fifth woman to receive 
bullet wounds was Miss Kate Shea, 
aged 38, who received a bullet in the 
left arm. 

All of the injured: were hurried to 
North Adams and placed in a hos- 
pital. Mallak was taken to the North 
Adams police station and locked up, 
but later turned over to the Adams 
police. 

Motorman Hoyt was heard to speak 
to Mallak, cautioning him about get- 
ting off the car and telling him to get 
back to his eat. Meanwhile the car 
was slowing down, and just before 
it came to a dead stop Mallak pulled 
out a 38-calibre revolver. He aimed 
the first bullet at the back of the 
motorman and then turned upon the 
women passengers and fired point 
blank till his revolver was emptied. 


THE WILEY PAPERS 


Documents Tendered President Taft 
by Secretary Wilson 

Washington, July 26.—Secretary 
Wilson brought the papers in the case 
of Dr. Wiley to the White House. He 
refused to say what recommendations 
he had made regarding the charges 
against the pure food expert. 

Mr. Wilson had an opportunity to 
discuss the Wiley case with the presi- 
dent. He said that he did not know 
whether his recommendation would 
be acceptable to the president or not. 

If the recommendations made were 
not agreeable to the president he could 
change them. It was inferred from 
Mr. Wilson’s remarks that his recom- 
mendations were not favorable to Dr. 
Wiley. There is every reason to be- 
lieve, however, that Wiley at worst 
will receive but a mild reprimand. 


CRANBERRY CROP IN DANGER

Harwich, Mass., July 24.—The re. 
cent drouth has badly damaged the 
cranberry crop of Cape Cod, accord- 
ing to reports received from all parts 
of the cape.

Nearly all the cape bogs blossomed 
exceedingly well and about a month 
ago there was a prospect of a heavy 
crop.

Boston, July 27.—The coal hoisting 
engineers of this city declare that they 
will go out on a strike Monday un- 
less their demands for $1 increase in 
weekly wage is allowed by the coal 
dealers and say that if they do strike 
all the big steamships of the port will 
be tied up because no coal will be 
shipped aboard.

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The “Pure Milk” Problem 

It is to be regretted that the milk 
situation in Massachusetts must con- 
tinue to be a football of politics just 
as the tariff situation is a football 
of politics at Washington. We have 
commented several times upon the 
multiplicity of laws seeking to con- 
trol and regulate the supply of milk 
in Massachusetts. - The _ so-called 
“Ellis Bill”, which the Governor has 
just vetoed, would add one more to 
the statute book, and to those who 
have looked into it carefully, there 
seems to be a pretty general idea 
that it would result in giving to the 
consumers a better quality of milk 
than they now have. There also 
seems to be a pretty general opinion 
that a better quality of milk, brought 
about under the Ellis law, would cost 
the consumer more than it does at 
the present time. (Mr. Ellis, himself 
is one of the largest, if not the lar- 
gest, milk producer in Massachusetts. 
He sells his product exclusively to 
the Newton people who are able to 
pay for a high grade of milk, and 
who do not object to the eleven or 
twelve cents a quart that he charges, 
but it cannot be overlooked that any 
law that would promise to make the 
price of milk twelve cents a quart, 
and in bringing about that condition 
drive out of business many worthy 
farmers who probably produce a pure 
article of milk even though it does 
not come up to all the requirements 
that should be insisted upon by a 
finicky Board of Health, is open to 
considerable objection. If the bill 
should be passed over the Governor’s 
veto, it would be interesting to ob- 
serve whether or not results do fol- 
low such as have:been predicted by 
grangers, many leading farmers, the 
larger milk producers, and many 
others. 


Lawrence an Example 


Two of our distinguished Boston 
contemporaries, both of them inclined 
to be of an independent turn of mind, 
take very different views of the leg- 
islation now pending that provides 
for the creation of a State Finance 
Commission. The Journal rejoices 
that there is likelihood of the pass- 
age of the bill that has been reported 
by the Ways and Means Committee. 
The Herald deplores the passage of 
this bill on the ground that to enact 
it into law would provide a Commis- 
sion that would become a joke in the 
Commonwealth. Of course, this is 
quite possible, but it would not be 
very difficult, if a State Finance 
Commission were in operation at 
the present time, for such a com- 
mission to prove its worth or lack of 
it by taking up one. single problem 
that is now foremost in the minds 
of students in municipal government 
in (Massachusetts. 

It is possible that a State Finance 
Commission might not be able to 
cope with the serious problem pve 

it 
did successfully cope with that prob- 
lem, and make of itself such a force 
as to give the public confidence in it, 
it would justify its existence by that 
one case. Following the line of ar- 
gument used by the Herald, that it 
would be unable to attend to more 
than a very small part of the busi- 
ness brought ‘before it, one might 
suggest that because all crime is not 
detected, the police force should be 
abolished, 

t is quite probable that the meas- 
ure now under consideration will not 
fully realize all that its friends hope 
for, and will require many and im- 
portant amendments after it has been 
in operation a short time, but it cer- 
tainly does promise some relief 
through such oversight as it would 
be possible for it to give to even the 
flagrant cases in the Commonwealth. 


Strangling New England Industry 


The tariff discussion at Washing- 
ton does not show a very full ap- 
preciation of the possible results that 
may follow enactment, so far as New 
England is concerned. When the 
Democratic leader boldly announces 
that the result of the tariff bill will 
be the increase of revenues received 
from the imports of cotton goods, 
by nearly thirty million dollars a 
year, he insults the intelligence of 
the average mill worker if he assumes 
that the average mill worker isn’t 
going to at once realize that such an 
increased revenue means a loss to 
the American cotton worker of prac- 
tically three times that amount in 
business during that particular year. 
It is a pretty serious problem that 
the woolen and the cotton man have 
to face in the present agitation for 
tariff reform at. Washington. The 
general opinion seems to be that no 
legislation will be passed, but it is 
difficult to hazard a guess upon the 
work that any legislative body may 
perform in these days when party 
loyalty no longer means anything, 
and when it is impossible for men to 
act together as a responsible party 
organization. The progressives among 
the Republicans and among the Dem- 
ocrats, represent nothing, but individ- 
ual opinions used for advertising pur- 
poses solely. It is undoubtedly true 
that the agitation of certain ideas 
by men who may call themselves 
“progressives” or insurgents or any 
other name frequently results in im- 
portant advance in the work of good 
government. But how long is re- 
sponsible government to be assured, 
in the face of the many revolts a- 
gainst party platforms and party 
leadership in which the individual . 
asserts his own ideas? 
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Andover in Midst of War 


The average layman can’t see much 
use in the carryings on. such as we 
have had in Andover during the past 
week. Yet there probably is consid- 
erable to be gained by such manoeu- 
vers as the Massachusetts militia 
have been through in the imaginary 
warfare carried on with Andover as 
a centre. From appearances it would 
seem as if Andover had had the best 
of the whole affair, and there have 
been several very picturesque and 
interesting incidents associated with 
the war of the “Reds” and the 
“Blues.” For example, one of the 
prettiest sights seen for a lomg time 
was that made by the camping militia 
in the old golf grounds near Rabbit's 
Pond Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights. The setting of the section is 
superb for almost any picture, and 
the brown tents and martial air per- 
vading the whole camp after it was 
established, made it an interesting 
scene. . 

Governor Foss entertained Gen. 
Frederick D. Grant at the Inn on 
Thursday noon at luncheon, and a 
distinguished party of military offi- 
cers made up the Governor’s guests 
at that time. War as carried on in 
this neighborhood during the past 
week is certainly very different from 
that described by the distinguished 
General Sherman, but probably it 
has succeeded in teaching some in- 
teresting lessons, and we know it has 
succeeded in giving a deal of enter- 
tainment to observers and observed. 


There has been considerable re- 
joicing on the part of friends of the 
administration and earnest advocates 
of reciprocity with Canada, over the 
enactment of the recent reciprocity 
legislation in the national congress. 
Of course, it is possible that the 
result of this legislation will be a 
lowering of prices. for many of the 
commodities entering into the daily 
requirements of the New England 
family. But there are many people 
who believe that the net result of all 
this long agitation for reciprocity 
will be nothing more nor less than 
the realization of a fond dream and 
the sentimental satisfaction, to fol- 
low. We have believed that the New 
England farmer will be a loser, but 
to no .such extent as to deprive him 
of a continued good living. In the 
final balance of accounts it is even 
quite possible that he will have 
enough compensating advantages to 
offset the possible loss. 


It is doubtful if Andover has a full 
appreciation of the wonderful bless- 
ing which Haggett’s Pond is to the 
town. In all this dry spell while the 
Pond shows some lowering, there 
has never been a suggestion of diffi- 
culty in Andover’s water supply. 
Not only is it ample, but it is of a 
superb quality and it grows not one 
whit less satisfactory as the years go 
by. It was a wise piece of investiga- 
tion and engineering when the town 
approved its present system of water 
supply, and there are many reasons 
why there should be felt a deal of 
gratitude to those who were impor- 
tant in this original work.

THE GENTRE OF WAY 


Andover Invaded by the “Blue” 
Army, Skirmishes Frequent and 
Captures Made on Streets 


Andover was a very lively place on 
Wednesday when the soldiers of-the 
“Blue” and the “Red” armies made 
it the centre of attack and one of the 
most coveted positions to capture 
in the entire war. Things were stir- 
ting all day around the square and 
reports of battles and skirmishes here 
and there in the outskirts of the town 
kept the small boys as well as grown 
ups on the jump so as not to miss 
anything that might be in the line of 
war, 

‘Rumors that Andover wou!d be one 
of the main points of attack by the 
“Blues” kept. most of the town in 
an anxious. frame of mind, No one 
wanted to miss seeing the soldier 
boys and as early as Tuesday night 
hundreds of persons walked to Rab- 
bits’ pond and over Salem street to 
see if any of the advance guard had 
arrived. Reports down town early 
in the afternoon that the “Blues” 
would camp on the golf links around 
Rabbits’ pond took many there, but 
no signs of the soldiers were found, 

Early on Wednesday morning the 
khaki uniform could tbe seen on the 
streets frequently, and by eight 
o’clock word came that the main 
body of “Blues” would pass through 
the town. By half past cight the 
first companies arrived from Tewks- 
bury, via Central street, and pro- 
ceeded up Elm street to W 2 lson’s 
corner. Here the tents were pitched 
for the night and the boys were 
ready for the rest. Over one thous- 
and people visited the camp. during 
the evening and were shown about 
the camp by the soldier boys. 

Early Thursday morning the camp 
was broken -up and the “Blues” 
moved on to Boxford where they 
spent Thursday night preparatory to 
the battle which is expected to take 
place today. 

There were many interesting inci- 
dents connected with the soldiers’ 
irip through Andover, While. the 
“Blues” were passing through the 
square, two “Red” spies were sta- 
tioned on a Jawn: in Main street. 
They were equipped with field glasses 
and were evidently procuring im- 
portant facts for the “Red” Geaeral. 

Another incident which caused 
considerable excitement was the cap- 
ture of about twenty “Blue” rear 
guard by the “Red” cavairy. The 
iatter marched into Andover square 
by way of Main street about half an 
hour after the “Blue” had departed. 
The rear guard was unaware of the 
presence of the “Reds” and at the 
corner ‘of Essex and Central streets 
they met. The “Blues” being greatly 
vutnumbered were easily caught, but 
after some fighting in which several 
shots were fired. A few of the 
“Blues” made their escape by hiding 
behind one of the houses on Central 
otreet. 

The “Red” cavalry missed one of 
the most important captures that 
could have easily been made and 
which would have been the most im- 
portant event of the war. This squa- 
dron of cavalry sat around in An- 
dover square while within a block 
irom them, lying in a barber’s chair 
Gen. Emery P. Clark of the “Blue” 
army unattended by his staff was 
quietly being shaved. When _ the 
troopers found how near they had 
capture which 
would have been flashed to every 
city of the country, they were a dis- 
appointed lot. General ‘Clark calmly 
waited until the shaviaz was over 
and then rode away laughing. 

One important capture was, how- 
ever, made by the “Reds” A troop- 
er captured Sergt. Lovering of 
Troop B, Blue cavalry, and he 
proved to be a prize. 


Burglars on High Street 


Early Monday morning, the home 
of Dr. Fred Bickell on High street 
was visited by sneak thieves or bur- 
glars who tried to gain an entrance 
by means of a false key. They were 
scared away, however, before gain- 
ing admission and nothing has been 
missed from the premises. 

About one o’clock in the morning, 
Guy Bickell, Dr. Bickell’s son had 
occasion to go down stairs when he 
heard the sound of a key in the front 
door. He investigated further and 
found that a man was at the door 
trying hard to get in. He imme- 
diately awakened other members of 
the family. and although they were 
frightened by the thought of a bur- 
glar in the house, a search was made 
but without results, 

The police were notified by tele- 
phone and Officers Napier and 
Morse went quickly to the scene. 
Chief Mears was reached at his home 
and he also responded. After a long 
search about the -grounds in the 
neighborhood without a trace of the 
burglars, the hunt was given up.

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Tact 


An old Scotch proverb tells us 
that it is better to flatter a fool than 
“fecht” him. How much of the fight- 
ing, since this world came into exis- 
tence might’ have been avoided by 
tact, no one can tell, The awful 
catastrophy of the 1870 war between 
France and Germany came to pass 
because when the French ambassa- 
dor in Berlin was walking past a 
German official, the German man did 
not salute him by the usual courtesy 
of lifting his hat. I do not say that 
this incident was the sole cause of 
the war, but this simple want of tact 
set France in a rage, 


Queen Victoria and her husband 
had the good semse to have this 
quality of tact and when living in 
Scotland they went to the little 
Presbyterian parish kirk, Kind. Ed- 
ward had the same kind of good 
sense, and when he visited Paris he 
walked to the English kirk service. 
The man they now call George the 
Fifth, when there was a _ thanksgiv- 
ing service in the autumn of last 
year, put on a Stewart tartan kilt 
and with his family joined in the old 
psalm: 

“Let fields rejoice and everything 
that springeth from the earth; 

Then woods and ev’ry tree shall sing 
with gladness and with mirth.” 

Some people will say, “well what 
about it; if King George chooses to 
sing along with the people in the 

ighland glen, let him sing.” True, 
but these little things to us trifling 
have endeared the Queen, her child- 
ren and her grand-children to the 
Scottish people. Last week, when 
after the coronation “Circus” the 
King, with his wife and family went 
over to Ireland and got a taste of 
Irish loyalty, on Sunday after wor- 
shipping in the Episcopalian St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, George took a 
run down 20 miles to Maynooth Ro- 
man Catholic training college and 
had a cup of tea, and I hope a taste 
of Irish whiskey with the. Arch- 
bishop, and visited their hospital and 
other buildings. By this simple tact- 
ful visit, the King has done more to 
win the affection of the warm hearted 
Irish people than all the Home rule 
measures his government could give 
in red tape form. The little alter- 
ations in the wording of the corona- 
tion oath made it possible for the 
King to visit Maynooth. The ma- 
jority of the Irish people are Roman 
Catholics and are not all ignorant 
as many of our half educated Protes- 
tants in this country are apt to think. 

The Duke of Norfolk, the grand 
master of court and coronation cer- 
emonies is one of the best bred gen- 
tlemen in Europe who also happens 
to be a Roman Catholic. His wife 
who was one of the beautiful women 
at the ceremony, put to shame the 
low bred hobble skirt woman who 
thinks that wearing diamonds makes 
a lady. 

To go from Royalty to a servant 
girl to show what ‘tact is, let me tell 
about “Eliza.” She was seven years 
with us, one of fourteen children, 
born and reared in a canal boat and 
her mother with Eliza and the other 
grown up girls were ithe chief motive 
power on that boat. A broad’ leather 
strap attached to a rope was the 
driving gear, only this leather strap 
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was put over the head of a girl, not 
a horse or mule, and the mother and 
her daughters took turns about with 
their father night and day on the 
tow paths and pulled the boat. This 
out door exercise gave Eliza what 
they call a grand bust. I never saw 
a girl with so broad, srtong should- 
ers. She could neither read nor 
write. When she left us she could 
do both. She was married to “Carl” 
and she would not marry him until 
their united savings bought a boat 
of their own. But to return to the 
story about Eliza’s tact. A friend 
of mine who was over 30 years with 
a St. Petersburg firm as their flax 
buyer in Russia, on his way from 
Dundee to St. Petersburg often took 
a day or two with me to rest and 
also sell flax to the French spinners. 
The first time he stayed a night with 
me he gave Eliza, along with a Rus- 
sian coin, a pair of beautiful gloves, 
light cream color. Eliza thanked 
Monsieur and said nothing. That 
night she came to me and said, “My 
God, Monsieur McDougall, I 
could not wear these gloves. If I 
went to church with these gloves on 
my hands every one would take me 
for a mauvaise femme—ie. bad wo- 
man—lI told her that I would get 
gloves for her the color she wanted, 
in exchange for these fine Russian 
gloves. What tact. What care of 
her character this girl had. An Am- 
erican girl can scarcely understand 
this glove story. 

Another instance of the good! 
sense and tact of Eliza I give to 
show how careful she was of her 
character. Ostend is a great place 
for promiscuous sea bathing. Hun- 
dreds of both sexes join hands and 
let the waves roll over them. Eliza, 
being brought up on a canal boat, 
could swim as she truly said, like a 
water rat. I thought I could swim 
until I tried to beat Eliza and got 
winded and faint and she had to 
come to help me by putting one 
hand under my chin and swimming 
with one hand, until she brought me 
to water where I got bottom. Her re- 
mark to me about this be “Madame 
must not know about this, she might 
be jealous.” I hope Eliza and Carl 
have a good boat of their-own and 
a mule to pull their boat. One thing 
I am sure of is that if Eliza had not 
assisted me at Ostend, McDougall’s 
Musings in the Townsman would 
never have been written. 

A book I read lately written by a 
Scotchman, the son of Rev. Mr. 
Inglas, who had a church at Edgel, 
near Kerriemuir, tells a good story 
about the late Queen Victoria and 
confirms what I have said about her 
good sense. The Queen, who en- 
joyed out door life, wished to go to 
the top of Lochnegar and Jamie 
Mitchell, an old deer stalker who 
had been 30 years about Lochnegar, 
and knew every crevice about the 
hills, was appointed to lead the pony 
the Queen rode on. They went to 
the summit all right, put up a shel- 
ter tent and had luncheon. On the 
way coming down, Jamie, who had 
taken perhaps a glass too much of 
Lochnegar whiskey, said, “Mrs. 
Queen, that is a dam’d stotterin’ 
kind of a beast ye are riding on.” 
The Queen replied, “Well Jamie, we 
all had Lochnegar whiskey at lun- 
cheon.”

He crawled in 
under the crocheted counterpane and 
was soon fast asleep. Some time in 
the night he became sleepily aware of 
a consuming thirst and started to get 
out of bed for a drink. A startled 
shriek, followed by some swear words 
that even the thick headed German 
watchman understood, penetrated to 
the remotest chamber in the inn. 

“Il was half awake,” he explained 
afterward, “and had been dreaming of 
standing on Table rock, in the Yosem- 
ite. J] started to get out of bed—and 
began to fall. Naturally I supposed I 
was plunging to the bottom of that 
precipice, and F’ll leave it to you if any 
one wouldn’t have let out a yell when 
he thought he was going to be dashed 
to death.”
